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SATSUMA BEATEN. 

Washington Park racin.;' yesterday was of an 
inferior order and the attendance was smaller 
than the average. There was no life in the air, 
the threatening clouds making the heat still 
harder to bear and a general sluggishness pre- 
Tailed. The betting was light and the feverish 
energy of the “plungers” seemed to have ex- 
hausted itself since the winning of Braw Lad, a 
horse said to have profited by the application 
of ice in the tenderest spot. His owners again 
feathered their nests, backing Mary Black, 
against which filly the astonishingly high price 
of 7 to 5 was at one time obtainable. 

The defeat of Satsuma was the startling 
feature. Pat Dunne did not bet on Forte, say- 
ing: “He seems to get beaten by the smallest of 
margins and is not a true runner. I am no great 
believer in the ability of certain jockeys to land 
any horse a winner. There was a Tuberville 
won the Futurity and a Van Kuren the Ameri- 
can Derby, you know.” 

Rosinante and Daily Racing Form, whipped 
away from the post to an excellent start for the 

the latter taking command and leading 
for nearly seven-eighths, where Baker & Gen- 
try’s filly passed to the front and won the race 
easily, place honors falling to “Brown Dick’s” 
gelding, Yuba Dam. who had a hard fight with 
Forte. The latter fell out of the race at the first 
turn and could never get up. Amy Wade showed 
some speed the first five-eighths. Joe Clark 
contested for place to the last 150 yards. 

The Tarcoon, nibbled at by the horsemen 
owning the smaller stables, was taken to the 
front by Clawson, and never extended won as 
he pleased. The favorite, Satsuma, carrying a 
large bunch of Leo Mayer’s money was fourth 
up the back stretch; but to the shout: “He is 
g:oing easily,” the reply came: “So are the 
others.” Donna Rita, second for one-half mile, 
there dropped back beaten, and Hugh Penny 
took her place and secured the second money. 
Caywood did not urge Satsuma until well into 
the home stretch, and when asked, the favorite 
did not respond. One of Cartwright’s books 
laid 1 to 3 place against him. The horses fin- 
ished “Indian file.” 

Mary Black took out when the flag fell, and 
apparently galloping so passed the winning 
post. Tartarian was always second. The others 
were never within gunshot. 

Souchon made the pace at the beginning of 
the fourth race with Sevens the contender; 
Clawson placing Spirituelle third to the last 
three-sixteenths, where, letting go a wrap, Mc- 
Dowell’s filly quite ran over the others, winning 
with much to spare. Sevens, in a drive, beat 
Souchon for place. Volyothen and Fleeting 
Ray were beaten off. 

George Krats, a horse that is credited with 
five wins this season, won the last race in a 
drive, just beating Duke & Wishard’s “good 
thing,” Heigh Ho, who was backed from 15 
down to 7 to 1, and returned handsomely for 
place; Nathanson, equal with favorite at 2i to 
1 at the post; George Krats was third, with 
Friar John closely behind. Canova made play 
at the start but stopped at the half mile post in 
^the back stretch. 

Drake wagered something like $3,090 on 
Mary Black. 

“The brown colt I bought for $300 last night 
at William Easton’s sale is the best looker I 
have seen in years,” said William McGuigan. 
“They think I got practically nothing for Ban- 
nockburn,” he continued; “but I put him up to 
be sold and the first bid got him. I only hope 
Pat Dunne may go on and win race after race 
with him. Maybe he wasn’t so cheap as horses 
sell nowadays. Just look at my brown yearling. 
He is royally bred, being by Albjrt (whose get 



are as fast as the next) out of Moi Miloi. Do 
you know the dam is by Bramble, out of Eg- 
mont’s dam? There’s a strain of blood to make 
the Albert stay I fancy.” 

The following notice is posted at the track : 
“All horses running at this meeting which have 
carried whip, spurs or blinkers must continue to 
do so unless excused by the judges. 

“J. Howard, Secretary.” 

Satsuma, who wore two red stockings, thought 
to cripple some of the other horses and kicked 
Donna Rita twice fussing around at the post. 
Licalzi’s filly ran gamely until the hurt told. 
She is injured near the hock and again near 
the stifle. 

There will be a meeting this morning (place 
not known) of the prominent horse owners and 
leading bookmakers, looking to a scheme 
whereby the race track owners of Hawthorne 
and Harlem can come into line, divide dates, 
and in all ways enhance the interests of Chicago 
racing. It is the generally voiced opinion that 
should these tracks run in opposition that a 
racing war will surely result and that such a 
state of affairs will eventually kill the game. 
A particular fi lend of E. Corrigan’s approached 
on the subject and asked, “Is there anything 
new?” replied evasively, “We are to open July 
25,” but urged further, added : “There may be 
something done between now and the end of the 
Washington Park meeting.” John Candon 
when asked “Is there anything new?” answered 
decisively; “No. We will open Harlem July 25 
as certainly as I live. So-long,” and Mr. John 
Brenock, who stood by, smiled approvingly. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Johnny Dillon and his clever assistant, Ly- 
man Davis, have not had any loafing time since 
the close of the meeting at Latonia. They 
were as busy as beavers all day yesterday mak- 
ing out and mailing trainers’ and jockeys’ 
licenses. Up to date they have issued in round 
numbers 400 licenses for trainers and 300 for 
jockeys. At $25 each for the former and $10 
each for the latter the fees paid into the treas- 
ury of the Turf Congress from the.«e two sources 
amount for this year to $13,000. And the old- 
time question, “What becomes of the money 
paid for trainers’ and jockeys’ licenses?” is 
once more in order.— Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The redoubtable old gelding Strathmeath, 
winner of the American Derby in 1891 and $117,- 
662 during his career on the turf, has been pre- 
sented by Col. Milton Young to Mr. Desha 
Breckenridge for use in the Cuban war. It was 
Mr. Breckenridge’s intention to ship the horse 
to Cuba, but for some reason he will not do so, 
and the old horse will remain here for the pres- 
ent. Strathmeath is a bay gelding, foaled 1888, 
by Strathmore, out of Flower of Meath, by 
Buckden.— Thoroughbred Record, 

Wm. Lakeland is clearing his stable of what 
he considers useless material. Yesterday he 
presented Joe Anderson, a three-year-old, by St. 
Blaise— Mary Anderson, to Fred Cowman, a 
young rider, who for several years has galloped 
horses for M. F. Dwyer. The colt has been on 
the easy list since he ran at Morris Park, but 
will be put in training again at once. Some of 
Lakeland’s “g'fts,” for instance Maximo Gome!^, 
have proved decidedly useful.— New York Jour- 
nal. 

The appointment of J. J. Burke as judge and 
handicapper at Saratoga meets the hearty ap- 
proval of horse owners, who are confident that 
he will handicap the horses and not the train- 
ers and jockeys. Judge Burke’s long experi- 
ence on the turf in every part of this country as 
a racing official makes his selection to fill the 
places of judge and handicapper extremely 
satisfactory.— New York Tribune.

Rorka, the property of Rome Respass, died re- 
cently from inflammation of the bowels. She 
was considered very promising. John Clay has 
lost by death from the same cause the chestnut 
colt Carfax, 2, by Himyar— Miss Ida. 

W. S. Vosburg, who represents the English 
Jockey Club in this country, has received a 
large number of entries for the Derby of 1900. 
August Belmont, John E. Madden, James R. 
Keene and J. Story Curtis are among the nomi- 
nators. 

August Belmont has sold to J. Boden the 
2-year-old colt Ordeal, brother to Octagon, by 
Rayon d’Or — Ortegal, and the racing qualities 
of the good 4-year-old Don d’Oro.— New York 
World. 

J. Lamley has obtained his release from the 
stable of M. F. Dwyer. Lamley thought he 
could secure more racing mounts as a free 
lance, and Mr. Dwyer consented to the 
change. 

The Dragon, br. h, 5, by St. George— Bide-a- 
Wee, by Ben d’Or, in a recent race at the Irving- 
ton track, near Portland, Oregon, stumbled and 
fell against a fence, breaking his neck. 

The jumpers are to have a chance at the La- 
tonia fall meeting. Secretary Hopper having 
decided to provide both hurdle races and 
steeplechases in his program. 

Sydney Paget did not buy the 2-year-old colt 
Miller for $10,000, as was reported. The colt 
faiierd to pass the veterinary examination and 
the sale was declared off.

RACE TRACK CHARACTERS. 

“The racetrack catches a strange lot of fish,” 
was the comment of an old-timer. “One can 
get any kind of an artisan he requires by simply 
yelling ‘low bridge,’ or ‘Hey ! Rube,’ almost 
anyjvhere within the enclosure,” he continued; 
“and if it is necessary to produce a man from 
the higher walks of life, well — he can get kim* 
too. Now, look at Cartwright’s sheet-writer* 
Otis Field. There’s a boy that started in life 
with a ctdlege education. Around New York 
city twenty years ago.Otis was making a living 
as a tutor of Latin and Greek. It was by acci- 
dent he fell in with Alonzo (‘Lon’) H. Morris* 
the shortstop billiardist, and this sport, whose 
sire was one of the fathers of negro minstrelsy* 
‘put Otis on the turf,’ as the saying goes. He 
rapidly became a rounder and suffered all that 
the name implies. Of course you all know that 
it is said ‘it is always rosy for a sport;’ but 
again you know this statement must be taken 
with ‘reverse English.’ So Mr. Field, although 
rapidly developing into a crack three-cushion 
and fifteen-ball pool player (indeed, using 
one hand, maybe today he can beat any 
living man so handicapped), finally ‘came to a 
bust,’ and it was then that he tried a clerkship 
on the racetrack in the employ of Joe Cotton* 
one of the original bookmakers. Sooner or 
later he engaged with Marcus Cartwright, and 
for years has been one of his more valued 
assistants. He has saved his money ($10 a day 
200 days in the year will give a frugal citi- 
zen with no bad or expensive habits a chance to 
put something away), and with it bought a 
splendid farm in New Jersey, within fifty miles 
of New York City. Here in peace and quietude 
lives Otis Field with his good old mother and 
charming wife. 

“But, I was going to say if you wish to get 
anything translated from the dead languages 
(this has no reference to the way the horses 
have been running), just call around at the 
first book on the west side of the betting ring 
and interview a sheet writer wearing spectacles 
and scraggly whiskers, who is higher up in 
mathematics even than any entry clerk of light- 
ning speed and who can tell you all about the 
worthies from the time Romulus founded Rome. 
It must be a funny thing for Otis Field, the pro- 
fessor to compare the racing of today with that 
when chariots were* in vogue, and the fellow 
won simply because some goddess (supposedly 
his mamma) came and sat on the dashboard 
to goad along his steeds. The judges then were 
as arbitrary as now, but had much more of a 
chance to get away with a bad decision, as 
kickers of all sorts were thrown from the Tar- 
peian Rock, or some other convenient slide. 
Some day I will tell you of other kinds of trades- 
men that can be discovered at a moment’s 
notice, but believe me, as I said some time ago, 
‘The racetrack catches a strange lot of fish.’ ”
